Hon. Josiah W. Begole, Governor of Michigan : 

Sir: — I have the honor to submit herewith the Fourteenth Annual Regis- 
tration Report compiled from returns received at this Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1880. The usual tables given in the reports of previous 
years are included, with additional items and some new tables, as occasion 
required, to illustrate the facts presented or statements made. 

With the material collected during the decennial period closing with the 
year 1880, an excellent opportunity is offered to study the groupings of 
particulars concerning births, marriages, and deaths in Michigan for a given 
series of years. So far as relates to the inhabitants of Michigan there has 
been undoubtedly a continual increase to the population from year to year. 
The United States census of 1870 showed Michigan to have .a population 
of 1,334,031, while that of 1880 gives a population of 1,636,937. Yet cer- 
tain circumstances, often not easily accounted for, perhaps accruing from 
financial fluctuations, or from causes involving the existence of an unusual 
prevalence of certain diseases, exert an evident influence upon such condi- 
tions as those relating to birth, marriage, and death-rates. 

Selecting numbers as returned, there was a larger number of births in 
Michigan in 1880 than in any previous year of the decennial period ending 
in 1880. In 1879, however, there was a smaller number of births than 
in either of the years 1878 or 1876. The per cent, of births, where both 
parents were Hative-boru Americans, to all births, was greater in 1880 than 
in any year for ten years, with the exception of the years 1878 and 1879; 
evidence that does not appear to be indicative of a deterioration of the na- 
tive American ^'stock,'' although, without doubt, many individuals classi- 
fied as native Americans, having been born in this country, carry the blood 
and proclivities of other nationalities. 

In regard to marriages, the number returned was greater in 1880 than 
in any preceding year of the decennial period mentioned ; yet fewer mar- 
riages were solemnized in Michigan in the months of October, November, 
and December of 1880 than in the same months of the preceding year. 

The number of deaths from all causes in 1880, according to the returns, 
was 16,102, which number, when corrected for probable omissions at the

time of enumeratioD, is 26,256. The death-rate per one thonsand inhab- 
itants, for the latter number, is about sixteen. The deaths among males 
in 1880 exceeded that of females by 1,235. Of this namber there were 
520 more deaths among males under one year of age than among females 
at that period of age, or more than one-third of the excess among all ages 
was among males under one year of age. 

The per cent, of deaths to the whole number, among the native-born, 
was somewhat less in 1880 than in previous years. While there was a 
greater number of deaths among all classes than usual from zymotic dis* 
eases, there was a marked decrease in the number of deaths from consti- 
tutional diseases. It may be remarked, also, that there was a noticeable 
decrca8e in the number of deaths by violence. The increase in the num- 
ber of deaths from zymotic diseases is largely due to the mortality from 
diphtheria, which was unprecedented in this State during that year. The 
deaths from this disease comprised 9.6 per cent, of the deaths from all 
causes. This subject will be found more fully discussed on pages 268 and 269. 

Consumption as usual held the first place as a destroyer of human lives 
in Michigan during the year 1880, diphtheria being second. 

That this volume may prove useful to the people of Michigan, and a 
benefit to mankind in general, is my sincere desire.

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS, 

IN MICHIGAN, 



I>XTRINa- XECB2 YEAR 18HO. 



The number of births, marriages, and deaths in Michigan for the year 1880 
was considerably in excess of that for any previous year, as can be seen in 
Exhibit A, where the relation between the births, marriages, and deaths may 
be studied for each of the years 1875-1880. 

The nnmber of marriages returned to the State Department for 1880 
exceeds that for 1879 by 408, while the number for 1879 is in advance of that 
for any previous year. This increase may be accounted for in part from the 
fact that a copy of the marriage law was mailed to all the ministers and jus- 
tices of the State during that year; it having been ascertained that many 
persons authorized to solemnize marriages were neglecting to make a proper 
return to their county clerk. 

The whole number of births in 1880, including still-births, was 35,323, or 
1,201 more than the number for 1879. Of this number 18,373 were males 
and 16,888 females, while 62 were of unknown sex. The only other year, 
when the number of births returned reached as high as 35,000, was in 1878, 
when the number was 35,162, or 161 less than the number for 1880. As the 
population of the State, represented by the returns of births for 1880, was 
1,627,307, there was one child born to every 46 persons, and the birth-rate was 
27.74 per thousand of the people. 

The total number of deaths recorded in the State during the year 1880 was 
16,102, of which 8,645 were males and 7,410 were females, while 47 were of 
unknown sex. The number returned for 1880 is larger by 1,695 than the 
number reported for 1879. It also exceeds the average annual mortality for 
the last ten years by 3,574. When we study the causes of deaths for the year 
we find that this increase is, in part, due to the prevalence of infectious dis- 
eases. The very fatal epidemic, diphtheria, has prevailed to a wide extent 
over the State, the number returned from that disease alone being 1,542, 69 
more than reported for 1879. 

The natural increase of population, as shown by the excess of births over 
deaths as returned, was less in 1880 than for any of the previous years, except 
1872 and 1874. When the births and deaths are corrected for omissions in

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the enameration, the natural increase of population is less than for any year 
except 1872. The average excess of birbhs over deaths as returned for the 
nine years 1872-1880 was 19^673^ which shows that the year 1880 was a little 
less than an average year as regards the natural increase of populabion. 

The average annual increase of population for the nine years 1872-1880 was 
1.20 per cent of the total population of the State, according to the XT. S. 
Census of that year.

Exhibit B is prepared for the purpose of studying the relations which the 
births, marriages, and deaths sustain to the inhabitants of the State during 
each of the years 1875-1880. The population for 1874 was used for the years 
1875 to 1879, inclusive, while the population in 1880 was taken in making the 
computations for that year. It will be seen that the number of inhabitants 
to one marriage is larger for 1880 than for any previous year, and that the 
number has decreased since 1875 to 1880, with the exception of the year 1877. 

The number of males to 100 females is greater among decedents than among 
the children born for each of the years 1875-1880, but the difference is less in 
1878 and 1879 than for any of the other years. The average for the eight 
years 1873-1880 for decedents being 114.30, while the annual average for 
births is 108.20 for the same years, the difference being 6.10. 

The natural daily increase of population as per births and deaths returned 
is about 52 per day, but when the births and deaths are corrected for omis- 
sions in the enumeration the number is ^^.

The facts set forth in Table I. show the number of births, marriages, and 
deaths for certain specified periods of time. Of ten-times these results are best 
understood when given for short periods of time as in this table. It will be 
seen on examination that the average number of marriages per day for the 
year 1880 was 38. This number will be increased somewhat when the mar- 
riages are corrected for additional returns. When the births and deaths are 
corrected for omissions which occur in the enumeration, the daily increase of 
population, as shown by the excess of births over deaths, was about 66 persons 
per day. 

The results obtained in Exhibit 1 show, by months, the number of births, 
the number of deaths, and the excess of births over deaths for each of the years 
1875-1880. The average excess for nine years, 1872-1880, was 19,665, while 
the excess for the year 1880 was 19,^21, showing the year 1880 to be a little 
less than an average one as regards the natural increase of population. In the 
average excess for the nine years, the month of December has the largest num- 
ber, which is also true for the year 1880. The smallest excess in the average 
occurs for the mouth of February, while the smallest excess for the year 18b0 
is in January. 
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Ill Exhibit 2 the plus and minue signs indicate, respectively, that in the 
mouths where they occur the number under the sign is greater or less, as the 
case may be, than the number for the ''Average Month." 

Before the births are corrected for omissions, the first six months have less, 
and the last six months have more, than the average monthly number. 

Using the number of births returned, and equalized by months, as the datum, 
propositions may be made as follows : 

(1.) More than an average number of conceptions occurred in months in 
which more than an average number of marriages were solemnized, and hs9 
than an average number in months in which less than an average number of 
marriages were solemnized. 

(2.) Le%H than an average number of conceptions occurred in months in 
which more than an average number of deaths occurred, and more than an 
average number of conceptions in months in which Uss than an average num- 
ber of deaths occurred. 

According to Exhibit 2, there are four exceptions to the first proposition 
and seven to the second. Proposition 1, therefore, holds true in eight of the 
twelve instances, and proposition 2 in five. If the births and deaths, corrected 
for omissions, are thus studied, in connection with marriages, proposition 1 
holds true in seven and proposition 2 in six out of the twelve cases. 

The various relations which exist between births, marriages, and deaths may, 
perhaps, be better understood when they are presented for examination as in 
Exhibit 2. In the first line the births, as returned for the year 1880, are 
equalized to months of uniform length, while in the second the births are first 
corrected for omissions and then equalized to months of uniform length. The 
marriages and deaths, as returned and equalized, the deaths corrected for 
omissions and equalized, then corrected and equalized for increase of popula- 
tion and equalized to months of uniform length, are given in the months in 
which the conceptions of births in 1880 probably took place — that is, nine 
months before the births occurred. 

By comparing the first line of births, as they are returned and equalized, 
with the marriages as equalized, it will be observed that in eight out of the 
twelve months more than the average number of conceptions occurred in 
months iu which more than the average number of marriages were solemnized, 
and less than the average number of conceptions occurred in months in which 
less than the average number of marriages were solemnized. The exceptiona 
being in the months of June, October, November, and December. 

When the same line of births is compared with deaths as returned and 
equalized, it is seen that in seven months of the twelve more than the average 
number of conceptions occurred iu months when more than the average num- 
ber of deaths occurred, and less than the average number of conceptions 
in months when less than the average number of deaths occurred. 

It thus appears from these comparisons that both marriages and deaths 
liave a great influence on the conception-rate. A large conception-rate seems 
to be coincident with a large marriage-rate and death-rate. 

Now, if we compare the births and deaths, as corrected for omissions and 
equalized to months of uniform length, it is seen that a large conception-rato 
seems to attend a small death-rate, and a small conception-rate is attended 
with a large death-rate, this proposition holding true in ten out of the twelve 
cases.

The whole number of births whose statistics were returned to the State 
Department by the county clerks for the year 1880 was 35^323. This is the 
largest number that has been returned for any year since the registration 
b^an» being 1,201 more than for the preceding year. The population of 
Michigan, according to the IT. S. Census of 1880, was 1,636,937. When 9,630 
is subtracted, being the number of inhabitants from whom no report of births 
was received, the number of inhabitants represented by the returns of births 
is found to be, therefore, 1,627,307. Thus it will be observed that there was 
one child bom to every 46 persons in the State, and 21.74 births to every thous- 
and of the people. 

In the following tabular exhibit is shown the per cent, of births returned 
and the per cent, of births added as correction for omissions for each of the 
years 1871-1880. It will thus be seen that the year 1880 was about an average 
one as regards the per cent, of births returned, the per cent, for 1880 being 
69.78, while the average per cent, for the ten years 1871-1880 is 68.34 :

The same system of correction for the omissions in the enumeration of births 
is used for the year 1880 as in previous years. This correction is found to be 
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necessary in order to get the number of births which probably occurred. It is 
a well known fact that many births and deaths are not reported to the super- 
visors and assessors because of the frequent movements of the inhabitants, this 
being greater in some parts of the State than in others. If the statistics of 
births and deaths could be obtained immediately after they occur, the facts 
would be much more reliable, and their value enhanced thereby. It is hoped 
by the compiler that this fault in the present law will soon be removed. The 
method of correction has been fully explained in preceding Beports, some of 
the details of which will be found in Exhibits A, B, C, D, and 3 of this vol- 
ume. The number of births returned was about 69.73 per cent of the total 
number of births which actually occurred for the year 1880. When the num- 
ber of births returned is increased by 43.42 per cent, of itself we find the 
number of births which probably occurred is 50,643, and the number of inhab- 
itants to each child born is 32, while the number of births per thousand of 
the inhabitants to each child born is 31.25. This is undoubtedly nearer the 
actual figure. 

The average number of births per quarter, month, week, and day, both as 
returned and as corrected for omissions, the number for unknown month being 
included, may be seen as follows :

BIRTHS BY QUARTERS OP THE YEAR, BY MONTHS. 
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Table I. shows for each of the years 1875-1880 iu what season of the year 
the greatest and the least naniber and per cent, of births occurred. The 
usual distribution of births over the f onr seasons of the year is observed, the 
latter half of the year being the one of greatest birth-rates. The largest per 
cent, for the year 1880 is shown for the third quarter, — ending with September, 
— ^which holds true for every year, with the single exception of 1878. In every 
case the first quarter of the year has the least per cent, of births. The lower 
half of the table was published for the first time in 1876, and is designed to 
show the number of births for quarters of the year when the births are cor- 
rected for omissions in the enumeration. It will be observed that the births 
are more equally distributed throughout the year when thus corrected,' and are 
undoubtedly nearer the true figures.

The uiimber and per cent of births in each month of the year 1880 are 
shown in Table II. The months are arranged in order, those having the 
greatest nnmber first. In eight out of the nine years 1872-1880, the months 
of Angnst and December have the greatest nnmber and per cent, of births, 
the month of September coming next in order. By reference to marriages by 
months it will be seen that the largest number of marriages occurred in the 
months of November and December, 1879. The causes of unequal birth-rate 
in different months have been very fully discussed by the compiler in '^ital Sta- 
tistics of Michigan, 1875,'' pages 4 and 5.

Table III. affords an opportunity for studying the relation between the 
number of births returned and the number of marriages which were solemnized 
in the months in which the conceptions of births occurred. The proposition 
that more than an average number of conceptions appear for months in which 
more than an ayerage number of marriages were solemnized, and less than an 
average number of conceptions in months in which less than an ayerage num- 
ber of marriages were solemnized holds true in eight out of twelve months. 
The exceptions being in the months of January, February, March, and Sep- 
tember of marriages. These facts tend to prove, as the same results are shown 
for previous years, the great influence which the marriage-rate has upon the 
birth-rate; that a larger than average marriage-rate is followed by a larger 
than ayerage birth-rate, and vice versa.

The only differenoe Id the couBtraction of Table III. and Exhibit E is that 
in the latter the births are corrected for omissions in the enumeration and then 
equalized to months of uniform length. In Exhibit E it will be seen that 
there are four exceptions to the proposition as stated in foot-note % and also 
that these exceptions do not occur in the same months as in Table III., except 
September. The exceptions in this Exhibit and also in Table III. indicate 
that there are other causes besides marriages that have an influence upon the 
birth-rate. By reference to '^ Vital Statistics of Michigan, 1875/' pages 4 and 
5, the reader will find an examination of some of these causes and the reasons 
for them.

Table V. contains valuable information concerning births by race or color, 
relation of the birth-rate to sex of children born, and the proportion of births 
by color to inhabitants. The statistics of inhabitants in 1880, represented by 
retarns of births for the same year, are defective as regards the sex and age 
of the inhabitants for the different colors. In many instances the sex of 
inhabitants by townships is not stated, being returned only for counties, hence 
the exact figures cannot be obtained, and thus the table loses much of its 
interest. There is no distinction made between Black and Mulatto, and for 
this reason they must be studied together. It will be seen that the birth-rate 
among the Black and Mulatto inhabitants is larger than the average for all 
colors, and the birth-rate among the Indians larger than among the Whites. 
It will be observed also that the proportion of males is greatest among the 
Indians and least among the Black inhabitants. 

Table VI. is also interesting as showing the number of birth by counties, by 
color, by sex, the number of males to 100 females, and the per cent, of births, 
by sex, to population, and to the total of both sexes. The statement of the 
birth-rate is made for every county in the State except Isle Royal, and of the 
remaining 77 counties, in 21 counties there was greater than average birth- 
rate, more than average proportion of males; in 13 counties greater than 
average birth-rate, less than average proportion of males ; in 23 counties, less 
than average birth-rate, less than average proportion of males; in 20 counties, less 
than average birth-rate, more than average proportion of males. The propo- 
sition that a greater than average birth-rate is attended with less than the 
average proportion of males, and less than the average birth-rate is attended 
with greater than average proportion of males, holds true in 34 of 67 counties 
in 1871, in 37 of 68 counties in 1872, in 26 of 69 counties in 1873, in 33 of 68 
counties in 1874, in 36 of 72 counties in 1875, in 40 of 74 counties in 1876, in 
41 of 73 counties in 1877, in 38 of 74 counties in 1878, in 36 of 73 counties in 
1879, and in 33 out of 77 counties in 1880. 

Table YI. also shows the distribution, by counties, of color of children born 
and the number of births returned as unknown color. For 1880, the number 
returned as unknown color is 115, of which Montcalm county alone has 81.

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The proportion of children who were born of native and foreign-born parents 
is shown in Table VII. According to the evidence 46.07 per cent, of all the 
children born in Michigan during the year 1880, were born of parents who 
were both native-born, and 33.92 per cent, were born of parents who were 
both foreign-born. The interest in this table would be very much increased if 
the number of native and foreign-born inhabitants at the child-bearing or 
middle ages could be ascertained, but at the present time these statistics can- 
not be ascertained from the U. S. Census.

In Exhibit F the comparison^ relative to the parent-nativity of children 
born in Michigan, is carried through a series of years ; the sex^ however, is not 
given as in Table VII. The average per cent, of children who were born of 
native-born parents for the 10 years 1871-1880 is 45.41 ; while the average per 
cent, of children born of foreign-born parents for the same period of years is 
34.21. This shows the year 1880 to be a little above the average as regards 
the children of native-born parents. By tracing the exhibit through the 
different years, it will bo observed that the births of foreign-born parentage 
maintain about an even ratio, while the births of mixed parentage are pro- 
gressively increasing. If the births of native and foreign-born parents are com- 
pared with the inhabitants of the same nativity, it will be seen that in a popu- 
lation of 1,248,429 persons native-born, there were, in 1880, 16,274 children 
born; while in a population of 388,608 persons foreign-born, there were, dur- 
ing the same year, 11,982 children born. According to these figures the birth- 
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rate among the nati?e-born in Michigan in 1880 was 13.00 per 1>000^ or one 
child born to every 77 persons ; while the birth-rate among the foreign-bom 
in Michigan in 1880^ was 31.25 per 1,000, or one child born to every 32 per- 
sons. 

When any attempt is made to compare the statistics here set forth, it is 
necessary to bear in mind certain facts, that among the foreign-born a mach 
larger proportion than of the native inhabitants are of the middle or child- 
bearing ages; that if all the children born of foreign-born parents in the 
State were classed with the foreign population this contrast between the birth- 
rates would greatly disappear.

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TWIN CHILDREN, 1880. 

The number of twin children returned for the year 1880 was 716, of which 
341 were males, and 375 were females. More females were returned than males, 
there being only 91 males to 100 females. The number of pairs of twins is 358, 
which is the smallest number reported as having been born in this State since 
3872. The order of the years 1870-1880, the one having the least number 
first, is 1871, 298; 1870, 339; 1872,342; 1880, 358; 1877, 367; 1875, 370; 
1879, 402; 1874, 408; 1873, 420; 1878, 427; 1876, 428. The average num- 
ber for the eleven years is 878, showing the year 1880 to be somewhat less than 
an average one as regards the number of pairs of twins. In Table IX. the 
number of twin children and the number of pairs of twins are arranged in 
order by months, those having the greatest number first. The months of 
December, October^ and July head the list in the order named; while the 
months of January^ February, and May have the least number.

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native-born, and 37.71 per cent, were born of parents who were both foreign- 
born. By comparing Table X. with Table VII. it will be observed that the 
proportion of foreign-born parents is greater for twins than for total births^ 
and of native-born parents the proportion is larger, but not so marked as in 
the foreign-born. These proportions are nearly the same as those for previous 
years, and seem to show that the larger twin birth-rate is among the foreign 
population. 

Exhibit 5 on page 43, also shows that the proportion of twin births is s^Tee^ter 
among the foreign-born, and the same is tine for every year since 1870, with 
the exceptions of 1876 and 1879. In those two years the greater proportion 
was among the native-born. It is also interesting to study Table VII. with 
Table XI. on page 43. Of all children born in 1880, the proportion of mixed 
parentage was as follows: ''Foreign Father and Native Mother/' 11.23 per 
cent.; ''Foreign Mother and Native Father." 5.83 per cent. Of all twins 
born in 1880, the proportion of mixed parentage was; "Foreign Father and 
Native Mother,'* 10.34 per cent.; "Foreign Mother and Native Father," 4.19 
per cent. Table XI. also shows that about 59 per cent, of the twins born in 
Michigan in 1880, were from parents who were natives of the same state or 
country.

TRIPLET CHILDREN, 1880. 



In the year 1880 four sets of triplets were returned to the State Department, 
and one set of quintuplets. Of the four triplet cases, one, including 1 male 
and 2 females, was returned from Barry county ; a second, of 1 male and 2 
females, was returned from Houghton county; a third, of 3 females, was 
returned from Leelanaw county; and a fourth, of 3 females, was returned 
from St. Joseph county. Two sets were of native parentage, and two of for- 
eign parentage. Three of the four sets were born in the fall months, one in 
September, and two in October. The set of quintuplets was returned from 
Huron county, and is the only one of the kind ever reported in Michigan. In 
1873 there was a set of quartettes from Alpena county.

STILL.BIBTHS, 1880. 

The number of still-born children returned for the year 1880 was seven 
hundred and thirty-eight (738), being 11 less than the number reported for 
1879. Since the year 1870 the number of still-births in Michigan has been 
progressively increasing to and including the year 1878. In the year 1879 the 
number decreased and also in 1880. The average number of still-born children 
for the nine years 1872-1880 is 599. The largest per cent, of still-births to 
total births for the nine years 1872-1880 occurs for the year 1878, being %.%% 
while the average per cent, for the same period of years is 1.79. According to 
Exhibit 7 a larger proportion of the foreign-born mothers than of the native 
bore still-born children in 1880, and the same is true for every year except 
1873, when the per cent, was the same for native and foreign-born mothers. 

From the evidence in Exhibit 7, it appears that a much larger proportion of 
the black and mulatto mothers bear still-born children than the mothers of 
any other color. No doubt many still-births are not reported, but every still- 
birth should be returned both as a birth and as a death.

Table XIV. shows the sex of the still-births in Michigan, by months, for 
the year 1S80, and also the nativity of the parents of still-births. As is usu- 
ally the case, more still-births occur among the males than among the 
females. One reason assigned for this is the fact that the males being larger, 
are, therefore, more exposed to dangers.

The evidence given in Table XV. affords an interesting study of the parent- 
nativity of still-born children returned as having been born in Michigan during 
the year 1880 ; 53.52 per cent, of the parents were natives of the same state or 
country ; and 33.20 per cent, were foreign-born, while 40.51 per cent, were 
native-born.

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ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN, 1880. 

More illegitimate children were retnrned as having been born in Michigan 
for the year 1880 than has been recorded for any year since the registration 
began. The average annual number for the 13 years 1868-1880 is 233, which 
shows that the year 1880 is far above an average one. The average per cent, 
of illegitimate children to all children born for the same period of years is 
,74, aucl the per cent, for 1880 is 1.20. The number of mothers who bore 
children out of wedlock during the year 1880, according to the returns of 
births, is 423^ which is 1.21 per cent, of all mothers. 

The nativity and color of mothers of illegitimate children is given in 
Exhibit %. As usual, the statistics in regard to these births are very incom- 
plete, it beiug almost impossible to obtain such records. The per cent, of 
mothers of illegitimates to all mothers in 1880, is greatest among the Indian 
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mothers, it being 4.79, which fact is true for every year except 1876'. For 
the Mulatto it is 4.17 per cent., for the Black, 3.15 per cent., while the per 
cent, for the White mothers is only 1.18. 

Table XVI. shows the sex of illegitimate children, by months, and the 
nativity of the parents of sach births. The greatest nnmber appears for 
March and the smallest for June. 

Some very valuable evidence on this subject is contained in Table XVII., 
where the illegitimate birth-rate among the different races is shown for the 
year 1880. The largest per cent, of births out of wedlock to population for 
1880 appears for the Indians, next for the Black and Mulatto, and the smallest 
for the White inhabitants. 

So far as the parentage was recorded for the year 1880, as seen in Table 
XVIIL, 148 children were born of native-born mothers out of wedlock to 73 
bom of foreign-born mothers. When the difference in the number of inhab- 
itants of native and foreign-born is taken into consideration, the proportion is 
much larger among the foreign-born mothers.

MAERIAGES, 1880. 



The total namber of marriages returned to the State Department as haying 
been solemnized in Michigan in 1880 was 14,149. This number will doubtless 
be increased when the returns of marriages for subsequent years are reoeiyed, 
as has been the case in preceding years. Take for instance the year 1879> the 
namber as first returned and compiled was 13,225, but there were 516 returns 
of marriages solemnized in 1879, that were returned with the returns of mar- 
riages for 1880, making the total number for 1879, — 13,741. It is reasonable 
to suppose that the actual number of marriages solemnized in Michigan 
dnriug the year 1880 was about 14,800. 

The average annual number of marriages for the nine years 1872-1880 is 
12,354. The number returned for 1880 is far in advance of this average, and 
is an indication of the financial prosperity of the year. One other cause, which 
has been mentioned on a previous page, no doubt had some effect on the high 
marriage-rate of 1880. A copy of the laws concerning the solemnization of 
marriages was mailed, as far as possible, to every person in the State author- 
ized to solemnize marriages. The rate of marriages to every thousand of the 
population of Michigan in 1880 was 8.62, or one marriage to every 116 p^sons 
in the State. If the number of inhabitants in the State was limited to persons 
over 15 years of age, the estimate would be much nearer the true figures. As 
has been mentioned heretofore, it is impossible, at present, to obtain the inhab- 
itants of Michigan, by ages, of the U. S. Census. 

The following is prepared to show the average number of marriages per day, 
per week, etc. It will be seen that there were about 38 marriages per day in 
Michigan during the year 1880. 

Average number per quarter 8,537.25 

Average number per month 1,179.08 

Average number per week 272.10 

Average number per day 38.66 

The people of Michigan seem to regard the last quarter of the year, ending 
with December, as the most favorable season for matrimony, and the second 
quarter, ending with June, as the least favorable. This has been the rule, 
almost without an exception, for every year. The number and per cent of 
marriages for the quarters of the year 1880, and also for each of the years 
1875-1880, may be seen in Table L, where the marriages are corrected for 
additional returns up to the time of making the compilation for the year 1880.

In Exhibit A may be seen the number of marriages as originally returned 
and compiled for each of the years 1875-1880. By comparing Exhibit A with 
Table I. it will be seen that many returns of marriages are made after the 
time reqaired by law, and that many persons who solemnize marriages are yery 
negligent in making returns to their county clerk. This fact is greatly to be 
regretted, and it is hoped that the ministers and justices in the State will be 
more prompt in the future.

Some iaterestiag facts concerning the color of persons married, and the 
marriage-rate among the different races may be learned in Table IV. The 
greatest marriage-rate is found among the African race, and includes the 
Black and Mulatto, the least among the Indians. Over 98 per cent, of all the 
persons returned as having been married in Michigan during the year 1880 
were White. According to the table there were 77 persons in the State who 
married those of another color, 39 males and 38 females. The table also shows 
that the marriage-rate is greater among females than among males, this being 
true, not only among all females, but also among the females of each color.

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bom 18 greater than the rate for either the native or the total for all nativities. 
Bat the teaching of this table is not strictly correct, for the readon that the 
statement of the number of native-born inhabitants includes children at all 
ages, and it is a well known fact that the foreign-born population consists 
largely of persons at marriageable ages. If the statement of the population of 
each nativity was made from persons 15 years and over, it would be found that 
the marriage-rate among the native-born inhabitants is much larger than is 
stated in this table. 

AGES OF PERSONS MARRIED. 

The average age of persons married in Michigan in each of the years 1877- 
1880 may be seen in the following exhibit. The average age is given, by sex, 
for all nativities, native, foreign, and unknown. The average annual age of 
the males of all nativities for the seven years 1874-1880 is 28.07 years, and 
the average annual age of the females of all nativities for the same period of 
years is 22.76 years. The difference between the average ages of the males 
and the females is 5.31 years.

Many interesting features of Table VII. are omitted because of the lack of 
statistics of the inhabitants, such as the population at each age and period of 
age, and the per cent, of marriages to population of corresponding ages. The 
table, however, still contains much that is valuable and worthy of study. It 
6hows the total number of persons married in Michigan in 1880, and the num- 
ber and proportion of each sex at different periods of age. Over 70 per cent, 
of all the males married in Michigan in 1880 were between the ages of 20 
and 30 years, and over 50 per cent, of the females were married at the 
same period of age. Between the ages of 21 and 25 years the proportion of 
the sexes is nearer equal than at any other period. 

Exhibit 2, page 85, shows for the year 1880 the number of males and females 
married in Michigan at each age, and the excess of the sexes. The greatest 
excess of males is at the age of twenty-five years, and the greatest excess of 
females is at the age of eighteen. The excess of females only occurs at the 
ages of twenty-one years and under, with the exception of fifty-three, the males 
being in excess at every other age specified.

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VITAL STATISTICS OF MICHIGAN, 1880. 



According to Table IX. 7,385 persons were married in this State during the 
year 1880, who were under the ajre of twenty-one years, of which number 905 
were males, and 6,480 were females. Over 45 per cent, of all the females mar- 
ried in 1880 were under the age of 21 years. The number of persons married 
under 21 years of age in Michigan in each of the years 1869-1880 is as follows: 
1869, 4,390; 1870, 4,905; 1871. 5,425; 1872, 5,286; 1873, 5,539; 1874, 
5,946; 1875, 6,017; 1876, 6,122; 1877, 6,100; 1878, 6,894; 1879, 7,109; 
and 1880, 7,385. This shows, with a few exceptions, a gradual increase from 
year to year. In the year 1880, 11 males and 149 females were married in 
Michigan who were not of legal marriageable age. Only males who have 
attained the full age of 18 years, and females who have attained the full age 
of 16 years, are capable in law of contracting marriage.

MANNER OF UNION BY AGES. 

The proportion of males and of females married at each period of age may 
be conveniently studied in Table X. The column headed '^ Total Males" 
shows the number of males married at the different periods of age; and the 
line '*Totfil Females," at the bottom, shows the number of females married 
at the difTerent periods of age. The manner of union of the males and females 
by ages, may be truced as follows: In the column mentioned above it may be 
seen that J40 males undergo married females as follows: 274 under 20; 63 
aged 20 to 2b, 8 aged 25 to 30, 1 aged 30 to 35, 35 to 40, 50 to 55, and un- 
known iige. lu like manner each number of males in the column of **Total 
MulcB'^ is distributed throughout the table in the respective columns headed 
iiriiU tho ages of the females. In the second line from the bottom it may be 
seen that of the 5,021 females who were married under 20 years of age, 274 
ftrrkii! muloe under 20; 2,918 married males 20 to 25, 1,376 married males 
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25 to 30; 307 married males 30 to 35, etc. The last column in the table 
shows the propoition of males married at each period of age, aud the bottom 
Hoe shows the proportion of females married at each period of age. The 
greatest per cent, of both males and females appears for those aged 20 to 25 
years, 41.14 per cent, of the males were married at these ages, aud 38.96 per 
cent, of the females.

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DEATHS, 1880. 



The registration of deaths in Michigan affords a means of judging of the 
health of the State. More attentive study has always been given to this 
department of vital statistics than to the other branches of the work, because 
of its great importance, and the fact that mortality is felt more keenly and 
touches society and our homes in a manner different from anything else. 
Hence, it can readily be seen how important it is to have these statistics of 
deaths obtained as accurately, faithfully, and intelligently as possible. Every 
person whose duty it is to make these returns should perform the work in a 
conscientious manner, with a^rcalizing sense of its true value. Every error in 
the record of the facts vitiates by just so much the value of the entire work, 
and a correct compilation cannot compensate for the mistakes in the facts 
themselves. It has ever been the aim of the compiler to show the true value 
and importance of these statistics, and to educate the people, and especially 
the supervisors and assessors who collect them, to an appreciation of their 
worth. It is earnestly hoped that important modiGcations in the registration 
law will soon be made, and that some practical remedy will be found which 
will greatly improve the statistics of births and deaths. 

The total number of deaths recorded by the registration returns for the year 
1880 was 16,10:^, a number more by 1,G95 than relumed for the previous year, 
and a larger number than has over been returned to the State Department. 
This increased mortality represents either, an unhealthy condition of the public 
health in Michigan in 1880, or that fewer omissions were made in the enumer- 
ation of deaths. Both of these causes nndoubtly had some influence upon 
the larger returns. Another fact must not be forgotten, that our people were 
exposed to the inroads of the fatal infectious diseases, scarlet fever and diph- 
theria, which have held such destructive sway for the past few years. The 
greater number of deaths in 1880 has been returned for nearly all ages, but 
to the greatest extent among children nnder five years of age. 

The average number of deaths for certain specified periods of time, as 
returned and as corrected for omissions, the number in unknown month < 
included, is as follows : 
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those townships from which returns of deaths were received, and those in which 
no deaths occurred, but those townships which made no report were excluded. 
The death-rate in Michigan in 1880, when the deaths as returned are considered, 
was about ten deaths to each thousand of the living, but when the number 
of deaths as corrected for omissions is used, the rate is sixteen deaths to a 
thousand of the inhabitants. It may be remarked that the death-rate of 
1880 shows a decided increase when compared with those of previous years.

Proceeding, as has been the custom in previous reports, the consideration of 
Table I. comes next in order; this table shows the number and per cent, of 
deaths by quartera of the year, when the deaths are compiled as returned, and 
when corrected for omissions. It demonstrates the influence of the seasons upon 
mortality in Michigan in 1880. As has been the showing in preceding years, 
the third quarter, or midsummer season, was the most fatal period.

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Table II. shows the order of mortality for 1880 by months, those having the 
greatest number first. With the exceptions of the years 1878 and 1879, the 
months of Angnst and September are the first two months in the table for each 
of the years I8G8-1880. Six months of the year show more than the average 
number of deaths, while in 1879 only five mouths have more than the average. 

The deaths of males exceeded the deaths of females in 1880 by 1,235. As 
shown by Table III. there were 8,645 deaths of males returned, and 7,410 
deaths of females, the proportion being 117 males to 100 females. An excess 
of deaths of males occurs in each month of the year. According to the United 
States census of 1880, the excess of males over females in Michigan was 87,773; 
there being 854,618 males, and 769,422 females represented by the returns of 
deaths. Measuring the mortality of each sex by the proportion of deaths to 
the number of living, it is seen that the death-rate in 1880 among males was 
10 per one thousand, and among the females 9.62 per one thousand, inhabit- 
ants. It will thus be seen that there is little difference in the death-rate of 
the two sexes.

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Exhibit A contains data concerning the proportion of deaths in each month 
of the year 1880 and the per cent, of the sexes, when the months are equal- 
ized to 30.44 each, making them all of equal length. The largest proportion 
of deaths is shown for the month of August, and the smallest for the month 
of January.

OMISSIONS IN THE ENUMERATION OF DEATHS. 

The nsnal method of correction for omissions in tho enumeration of deaths 
is applied to the number of deaths returned in each month of the year 1880. 
The number of deaths that probably occurred in this State, as shown by the 
correction, is 26/256, which has been seen in Table I. on page 105. According 
to the system of correction, the average per cent, to be added to the deaths as 
returned to make them equal the estimated number above is 63.06. The per 
cent, to be added differs with each month, being more or less as the time 
between tho deaths and their enumeration by the supervisors is longer or 
shorter. The manner of estimating these different per cents, as seen in the 
second lino of Exhibit G, has been fully explained in preceding Reports and 
need not be repeated here. The last line of Exhibit C represents the deaths, 
iu months of equal length, as they are corrected and equalized to popula- 
tion at the close of the year. For further details concerning the method of 
correcting tho deaths see Exhibit E and Diagram No. 3.

DEATHS BY MONTHS AT DIFFERENT AGES. 

The distribution of mortality in 1880 at different periods of age in the several 
months may be seen in Exhibit 6. There were 860 deaths reported in the 
month of January, of which 21.86 per cent, died under one year of age, and 
39.42 per cent, died under five years of age; of the 1,002 deaths reported in 
February, 26.95 per cent, were under one year of ago, and 39.72 per cent were 
under five years of age. Of the 3,966 decedents under one year of age 4.74 per 
cent, died in January, 6.56 per cent, died in February, and 6.30 per cent, died 
in March. 

The largest proportion of decedents aged under one year and under five 
years died in the month of August. It appears from the teaching of this 
Exhibit that August is the month of greatest danger to children under five 
years of age; and to persons aged 5 to 10, 10 to 20, and 50 and over, the 
month of greatest danger is December, while to persons aged 20 to 50 Sep- 
tember is the month of greatest danger. 

Tables Y« and VI. give further details concerning deaths by sex, by months^ 
and periods of age.

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INFANT MORTALITY. 

The total nnmber of deaths, the number of still-births, and the per cent, 
of still-births to total deaths are shown in Exhibit 2. The largest number 
and per cent, of still-births is shown for the year 1878, and it is worthy of 
note that since 1878 the number of still-births returned has been decreasing. 
In 1878 the per cent, of still-births to total deaths was 6.21; in 1879, 5.20 per 
cent. ; and in 1880, 4.58 per cent.

The towuships^ in which it is reported there were no- deaths iu 1880, repre- 
sent a population of 16,230 and over. It is hardly probable that such town- 
ships as Spencer, in Kent county, with a population of l^lOG, and Independ- 
ence^ in Oakland county, with a population of 1,386, had no deaths. Snch 
cases should be investigated by the county clerks, and ascertain if possible 
whether the statement is correct or not. It is not safe to conclude because 
there is no report that there are no deaths.

The nativitj of decadents iti Michigan and the nunibera and percentages of 
those who died for each of the jears 18'?6-1S80^ are ehown in Exhibit 6, The 
average per cent* of native-born decedents for the ten years ondmg with 188D 
is 79.95J, while the average for foreign-born decedents, for the same period of 
years, is 1?.0S per cent. It is scarcely necessary to observe that the class 
called ''native-born*' contains most of the infant mortality, and a large pro- 
portion of the deaths of children, among whom the death-rate is much larger 
than among those in middle lifi?, to whom the foreign-horn population largely 
belongs. Again, this term "native-born," is losing much of its eignificance 
from year to year, aa the foreign population becomes assimilated with the native*

CAUSES OP DEATH. 1880. 

Of tbo 16^102 deaths that were returned to the State Department for the 
year 18S0^ the causes of deaths were reported in 14,599 cases and in 1,503 
cases the cause of death was either returned as "unknown" or with an 
assigned cause so general or so obscure in its character as to render it unac- 
ceptable. This is a larger number compiled as ** unknown" than for any year 
since 1874, and shows the great need of improvement in this department of 
registration. Very much depends upon the honesty, fidelity, and intelligence 
of physicians for accuracy in this branch of the work. The deaths reported 
with causes not specified should diminish from year to year in number instead 
of increasing as they have in the last few years. 

The causes of deaths are divided into the same classes as used heretofore in 
this State, and may be studied in Table XIV., following. The deaths from 
all causes may be compared with those for previous years in Table I., page 105, 
where it is seen that there were more deaths in 1880 than in any other year. 

Diagrams Nos. 3, 4, and 5 will also facilitate the study of this subject. 
Table XVT. shows the particular diseases which are included in each of the 
five general classes, and also shows the counties of the State where the deaths 
from these diseases occurred. These diseases are again alphabetically arranged 
in Table XVII., showing the number of deaths from each disease for the years 
187;i-1880, the month of death, the sex, and age of decedents. 

CAUSES OF DEATH, DB, FARE'S OLA83IFIOATION. 

E^Tbe causes of death for each of the years 1876-1880, classified under the 
five grand divisions, may be seen in Table XIV. The mortality-rate from 
Zymotic Diseases in 1880 is greater than for any other year since 1872, and 
greater than the average for nine years by 2.65 per cent This class contains 
the contagious affections, and a high death-rate among them indicates the 
presence of epidemics which are so mnch dreaded and so destructive to the 
lives of childi*en. There is a marked decline in 1880 in the class of diseases 
called Constitutional, it being 1.26 per cent less than the average for nine 
years, Ab per cent, less than in 1879, and 2.13 per cent. less than in 1878. 
The deaths from Local Diseases do not vary mnch in relative numbers from 
the mortality ascribed to them in former years, the average per cent, for nine 
years being 28.65, while the per cent for 1680 is 27.90. The proportion of 
deaths from Class IV.— Developmental Diseaeefr— and Class V.— Violent Deaths 
—18 greater in 1880 than in 1879, and greater than the average for nine years. 
Aa before remarked, the number of deaths from Unknown and Unclassified 
is greater than for any year sinoe 1374,

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DEATHS BY CLOSES— GEOGRAPHICAL DIVISIONS OP STATE. 167 

Table XV. shows, for each of the elevea geographical divisions of the State^ 
the population of 1880 represented by deaths in 1880, the number and per 
cent, of deaths as returned, and the per cent, of deaths from each class of 
causes to deaths from all causes. The largest death-rates in the State appear 
for the Upper-Peninsular, Northern-Central, and South-eastern divisions, 
while the smallest death-rates are for the North-eastern, Central, and South- 
western divisions. 

In the State, the largest proportion of deaths (29.97 per cent) was caused 
by zymotic diseases, and the smallest (5.43 per cent.) from violent deaths. In 
the Upper-Peninsular, North-western, North-eastern, Western, Northern- 
Central, Bay and Eastern, and Central divisions the largest proportion of 
deaths was caused by zymotic diseases ; while in the South-western, Southern- 
Central, and South-eastern divisions the largest proportion of deaths was 
from local diseases. In the Northern division more than one-quarter of all 
the deaths returned were from unknown and unclassified causes. There is 
need of great improvement in the registration in that part of the State. More 
than one-fifth (21.01 per cent.) of all the deaths, returned as having occurred 
in this State, are credited to the South-eastern division. 

The particular diseases included in each class and the counties in which 
the deaths occurred will be found in Table XVI., following :

More deaths were refcurned as having occurred from causes compiled as casualty 
in 1880 than for any previous year. Many of those specified in Exhibit B are 
undoubtedly the result of carelessness, and might have been avoided. They 
are printed in the hopes of saving the lives of some who, having seen these 
causes of death, may thus be placed on their guard. As may be seen, acci- 
dental shooting caused the death of 24 persons during the year.

VITAL STATISTICS OF MICHIGAN, 1880. 



In Table XVIII. are presented the fifteen principal oanses of death in Mich- 
igan in 1880, arranged in order of their fatality, the greatest first. These 
principal canses of mortality accounted for over 58 per cent, of the deaths 
whose causes were reported in 1880. Consumption, as usual, is at the head of 
the list, having caused 11.36 per cent, of all the deaths returned for the year. 
Diphtheria,^ this year, as in the previous two years, is second in the list, attest- 
ing its continued fatality, and was quite generally distributed throughout the 
State. Pneumonia is third, and has always been a leading source of mortality 
in this State. 

Exhibit T gives the order of succession of fifteen principal causes of death 
for each of the years 1873-1880, and permits of some interesting comparisons 
in regard to the standing of diseases in different years. Consumption heads 
t)lie list in all the years, but the other causes of death are subject to changes 
from year to year. Note the sudden rise of diphtheria from sixteenth place 
in 1875 to tenth place in 1876, third place in 1877» and second place in 1878, 
1879, and 1880.

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In Tables XIX. and XX. are giveu the numbers and per cents of deaths 
from each of ten specified causes in each mouth and period of age for the year 
1880; and show the prevalence of these diseases at different seasons of the year 
and at different periods of life. Thus, of deaths from diphtheria and croup, 
the largest numbers were in the months of October, November, and December; 
while the ages of the decedents were almost entirely those of children under 
fifteen years. The deaths from diarrhea and dysentery were of course chiefly 
in the summer months of the year, while the deaths from typhoid fever were 
largely in August, September, and October. These diseases are again studied 
farther on in this Report in connection with meteorological conditions. 

Cancer, — This terrible disease caused ^^84 deaths in Michigan in 1880 ; 272 
deaths in 1879; 269, in 1878; 265, in 3877; 241, in 1876; 202, in 1875; 188, 
in 1874; 171, in 1873; 130, in 1872; and 105 deaths in 1871. This shows a 
constant increase in the mortality from this disease in the ten years 1871-1880. 
Of the deaths reported from cancer in 1880, over GO per cent, were females, 
and in every year there has been an excess of that sex. The deaths were most 
numerous in the months of July, August, and September, and between the 
ages of forty and seventy. The location of the disease was not stated in 1*^3 
cases of the 284, which is a fact much to bo regretted. As shown by Exhibit 
S, the part of the body affected was stated in 101 cases, and cancer of the 
stomach and breast was most frequent.

Cephalitis, — According to the rotarns there were 300 deaths from this dis- 
ease in 1880, of which 17G were males, 123 were females, and in one case the 
sex was not stated. The namber of deaths from cephalitis for each of the 
years 1869-1880, the greatest firbt, is: in 1873, 333; in I87)J, 330; in 1880, 
300; in 1877, 291 ; in 1876, 275; in 1874, 261; in 1870, 233; in 1875, 232; in 
1869, 226; in 1878, 225; in 1879, 222; and in 1871, 216. Prom this, it 
appears that the largest number of deaths was in the year 1873, and the 
smallest number was in 1871. In 1880, the largest number died in July, and 
over 67 percent, of all the deaths from this disease were of children under five 
years of age. 

Measles. — This disease was less prevalent and fatal in 1880 than in 1879, 
there being 42 more deaths in the latter year than in the former. It seems to 
be a disease of spring and early summer, and most fatal with children under 
ten years of age. Of the 125 deaths recorded in 1880, 36.80 per cent, of them 
were in the months of April, May, and June, and 87.20 per cent, were under 
ten years of age. 

Whooping-Cottgh, — ^The returns for 1880 show a decided increase in the 
mortality from this disease of infants and children; there were 264 deaths, 
against 162 in 1879. The average annual mortality for the ten years 1871- 
1880 is 159, which shows the year 1880 to be much more than an average one, 
as regards deaths from whooping-cough. The largest per cent, occurred in 
August, and 95.45 per cent, were under five years of age. There has been an 
excess of females for every year except 1872 and 1873.

METBOROLOaiOAL CONDITIONS, AND THEIR RELATIONS TO DEATHS. 

The following tables and diagrams, showing the principal meteorological 
conditions as observed at the office of the State Board of Health, in Lansing, 
and at the State Agricultural College, are here introduced for the purpose of 
comparing these tables with those of deaths from many of the most important 
diseases. The months in these tables are arranged in order, those in which the 
most deaths occurred being placed first, and the other months following in the 
order of their mortality. The meteorological data are printed in the tables in 
connection with the statements relative to deaths from the different diseases, 
so that reference may easily be made from one to the other in the study of 
any particular disease. 

The variations of the temperature from month to month during the year 
1880 and a number of preceding years may be seen in Exhibit 10 and Diagram 
No. 6. From the diagram it is seen that in January, 1880, the temperature 
was much higher than the average for ten years or any preceding year.

Croup. — ^The number of deaths in 1880 from this disease (322), is in excess 
of that registered in any previous year, and is two per cent, of the deaths from 
all causes. The average annual mortality from croup, according to the 
returns, for the ten years 1871-1880 is 197, and the order of the years, those 
having the greatest number first, is: 1880, 322; 1879, 278; 1878, 236; 1876, 
178; 1873. 172; 1875, 167; 1877, 164; 1872, 162; 1871, 163; 1874, 140.

November, December, October, January, and February; 60.25 per cent, of 
the deaths from croup being assigned to those months. As may be seen in 
Exhibit E, there are only two exceptions to the proposition that more than an 
ay^age number of deaths from croup occurred in months in which there was 
less than the average quantity of vapor inhaled, and vice versa.

1380, may 1)c studied in Exhibit L. The propriety of combining 
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tho Btatistics of the mortality from these two diseases has been shown ia pre- 
vious reports. One reason, among others, is the fact of their resemblance, and 
on this account many cases of death from one disease are erroneously reported 
as deaths from the other. The same propositions are made in this Exbifiit as 
in Exhibit E, and it will be seen that there are five exceptions to the proposi- 
tion that more than tho average number of deaths from croup and diphtheria 
occurred in months in which there was less than the average quantity of vapor 
mhalcd, and vice versa.

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this State, and the disease has manifested its influence during the last few 
years in a remarkable manner, alike in its extent, duration, and fatal effects. 
The prevalence of the disease in the various counties for the years 1876-1880 
is as follows: in 1876, it was reported from 38 counties; in 1877, from 46 
counties; in 1878, from 52 counties; in 1879, from 61 counties; and in 1880, 
from 62 counties, or from 24 counties more than in 1876. 

The weekly reports of sickness made to the State Board of Health, in 
1877-1880, by health officers of cities and regular correspondents of the Board, 
also indicate a considerable increase of sickness from diphtheria during those 
years. The following tabular exhibit, states for each of the years 1877-1880 
what per cent, of observers reported diphtheria; for what proportion of the 
time, covered by each observer's reports, on the average, the disease was 
reported ; on what per cent, of all reports received for the year the disease was 
reported. The per cent, of observers reporting diphtheria increased from 32 
in 1877 to 43 in 1880; and the per cent, of reports on which it was reported^ 
increased from 19 in 1877 to 29 in 1879 and 27 in 1880. 

The deaths from diphtheria in 1880 comprised 9.58 per cent, of the deaths 
from all causes ; although this per cent, is not as large as that for 1879, which 
was 10.22, still, there were 69 more deaths returned from this disease in 1880 
than in 1879. The order of the years 1869-1880, those being placed first in 
order which have the greatest per cent, of deaths from diphtheria, is : 1879, 
10.22; 1880, 9.58; 1878, 6.95; 1877, 4.59; 1876, 2.47; 1875, 1.73; 1874, 
1.70; 1873, 1.52; 1872, 1.44; 1871, 1.24; 1870, 1.12; 1869, 0.97. Prom 
1870 to 1873, the number of deaths reported from diphtheria increased with 
each year ; from 1873 to 1875 the number reported decreased by 4 in 1874 and 
by 6 in 1875 ; but from 1875 to 1880, the number reported increased again 
largely with each successive year. 

As. may be seen by Exhibit M, diphtheria, as usual, prevailed most exten- 
sively during the fall and December, 57.12 percent, having died during the 
five months of August, September, October, November, and December. The 
least number of deaths was in May, from which month the rise was quite 
rapid to December, which had the largest number of deaths. The deaths 
from Diphtheria of those under five years of age were 43 per cent, of the total 
number of deaths from this disease, and for ages from 5 to 10 they constituted 
35 per cent. ; 78.14 per cent, of the deaths were of children under 10 years of 
age, and 93.59 per cent, were of persons under 15 years of age. The decrease 
in the death-rate from diphtheria among persons over 15 years of age, as com- 
pared with the death-rate among those under that age, is very marked. 

The same propositions are made for diphtheria that are made for croup, 
and the proposition that more than an average proportion of deaths occurred 
in months in which less than an average quantity of vapor was inhaled, and 
vice verstti holds true in only six of the twelve months, while in croup the 
same proposition holds true in ten of the twelve months. This indicates that 
in 1880, croup sustained a closer relation to the amount of vapor inhaled than 
did diphtheria. 

It is hoped that the epidemic of diphtheria has reached its highest point, 
and that henceforth the deaths from that cause will decrease steadily. In 
fact, it is already known that the circulars and documents sent out by the 
State Board of Health have had a great influence in the restriction, and 
Prevention of this destructive disease.

— The number of deaths retarned 
from Congestive Chills la 1880 is 68, an increase of 4 over the nnmber reported 
ill 1879 and in 1878. The average annual number of deaths from this disease 
for i\w ton years 1871-1880 is 80. In 1880 the largest number of deaths oc- 
curred iQ September, and the smallest in November. The relation between 
Oongestire Chills and certain meteorological conditions is shown in Exhibit 
TJp Trhera it is seen that the average daily temperature and absolute humidity 
iudiaiiit'd a closer relation than any other atmospheric condition.

Intermittent Fever is reported to have caused the death of 32 persons during 
the year 1880, which is a decrease of 14 from the number returned in 1879.

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moepheric Pressnre indicated by the Barometer was greater than the average 
in months when more than the average number of deaths occorredy and vice 
versa.

Cephalitis, — The mortality from this disease immBered 300 in 1880, which 
is larger than any number returned since 1873, and is larger by 31 than the 
annual average of the past ten years; 35.G7 per cent, of the deaths from this 
disease occurred in July, August, and September, the month of July having 
the largest number; 67.33 per cent, of the victims were under five years of 
age. Exhibit 22^ contains data concerning deaths from cephalitis and tlie 
coincident meteorological conditions.

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Typhoid Fever, — Aa iacreased mortality from this disease was reported in 
I88O9 &n^ ^^6 ^^^1 number of deaths returned was 513, a number more by 116 
than was reported in 1879, and more than for any year since 1874. It exceeds 
the average annual number of deaths from this disease for the ten years 1871- 
1880 by 32. The number of deaths from typhoid fever in 1880 was 8.19 per 
cent, of the deaths from all causes. During the months of August, Septem. 
ber, and October, 49.12 per oent. of the deaths from this disease occurred, and 
39.77 per cent, of the decedents were between the ages of 15 and 30 years. 

Exhibit X permits of the study of deaths from typhoid fever in connection 
with coincident meteorological conditions. In 1880, this disease was most 
prevalent or most fatal in months when the barometric pressure was the great- 
•est. To the proposition that the Atmospheric Pressure indicated by the Ba* 
rometer was greater than the average in months when more than the average 
number of deaths occurred, aad vice versa, there wore only two exceptions. 
The evidence of former years also attests the truth of this proposition. 

Diarrhea. — ^The number of deaths from this disease in 1880, was: acute 
diarrhea, 29G ; chronic diarrhea, 14 ; total, 310, or 1.93 per cent, of the deaths 
from all causes. The number of deaths was 84 more than was returned 
in 1879, and is a larger mortality than has been returned for any year 
«ince 1874. The oi*der of the years 1869-1880, those being placed first in 
order which show the largest number of deaths from diarrhea, is as follows: 
1872, 437; 1870, 407; 1873, 383; 1874, 380; 1869, 311; 1880, 310; 1876, 
304; 1877, 290; 1875, 283; 1879, 226; 1871, 216; 1878, 173. In 1880, the 
largest number of deaths occurred in the month of August, and during the 
three months of July, August, and September, 72.58 per cent, of all the deaths 
from this disease occurred; 88.06 per cent, of the decedents from diarrhea 
wero under 5 years of age. 

Exhibit 10 shows the relation which the deaths from diarrhea during the 
months of July and August for each of the years 1872-1880, have to the coin- 
cident meteorological conditions. The evidence of Exhibit 16 for 1880, and 
also for previous years, indicates that a warm, moist atmosphere is usually at- 
tended with a largo number of doaths from diarrhea. 

Exhibit 21 affords an opportunity of studying the relations between deaths 
from diarrhea for each mouth of the year 1880, and coincident meteorological 
conditions. By referring to Exhibit 2J, it will be seen that there are only two 
exceptions to the proposition that more than the average number of deaths 
occurred in months when the temperature was higher than the average, and 
vice versa. 

Table XXL, page 282, combines the data concerning the deaths from diar- 
rhea and dysentery by geographical divisions during the year 1880. The 
northeastern division has the largest per cent, of deaths from diarrhea, and 
the northern division has the largest per cent, from dysentery.

Scarlet Fever. — Ifc is gratifying to note that the record of the mortality 
from tliis disease in 1880 is smaller than for any year since 1869. The annnid 
average namber of deaths for the ten years, 1870-L879, was 621, which is more 
by 151 than the namber returned for 1880. The per cent of deaths from 
scarlet fever to deaths from all caases in 1880 is 2.30; this is the smallest per 
cent, which has been returned for any of the years 1869-1879, and the order 
of the years, greatest first, is: 1870, 7.91; 1871, 7.15; 1872, 4.20; 1873, 
4.02; 1875, 3.53; 1874, 3.52; 1878, 3.36; 1876, 3.17; -1877, 3.13; 1879, 
^.90; 1869, 2.76; 1880, 2.30. In 1880, scarlet fever prevailed most daring 
the mouths of November, December, April, and May; those months having 
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^contributed 44.S6 per cent, of all the deaths from this disease. Nearly two- 
thirds of the decedents were under five years of ago, and 89.73 per cent, were 
under the age of ten years. The male decedents exceeded the female decedents 
in all the years but two. 

Exhibit Y affords an opportunity of studying the relation of^ scarlet fever to 
the coincident meteorological conditions in 1880. 

Consumption. — The number of deaths registered in 1880 as caused by this 
disease was 1^829 or 11.36 per cent, of the deaths from all causes. This is 
the largest mortality from consumption that has ever been returned to the* 
:State Department, and it still holds its accustomed place at the head of the 
list of fatal diseases. By reference to table XVIL, page 209, it will be seen 
^hat the deaths from consumption are very uniformly distributed throughout 
all the months of the year, and that the different seasons appear to have but 
little influence in promoting the fatality of the disease. Making the compari- 
;6on according to the quarters of the year, shows the following: first quarter, 
424; second quarter, 432; third quarter, 487; and fourth quarter, 480. For 
1880, the greatest number of deaths occurred in the month of September, and 
the smallest number in June. 

Most of its victims in this State are from the female sex, and between the 
ages of fifteen and thirty years, the excess of females in 1880 being 135. This 
im^ked disparity between the two sexes, as regards the number of decedents, 
has been the case in every year since the compilation began, and is very signifi- 
cant, when it is remembered that the male population outnumbers the female 
population in this State. According to the U. S. Census of 1880, the excess 
of male inhabitants was 87,773.

Pneumonia. — This dieease was more destructive than usual in 1880, the 
deaths reported from it being 812; a total more by 111 than the number re- 
corded in 1S79. In every year there has been an excess of deaths of males 
from pneumonia. The greatest fatality occurred in the months of March, 
April, and December; and the smallest number returned for a single month 
was 29, in July. Nearly one-half, or 44.58 per cent, of all the deaths from 
this disease occurred in the first four months of the year. Of the 812 deaths, 
328, or 40.39 per cent., were children under five years of age; and 28.09 per 
cent, were of persons over fifty years of age. 

Exhibits 18 and P facilitate the study of deaths from this disease with me- 
teorological conditions. The former shows the relations of meteorologfcal con- 
ditions in February and March for the several years 1872-1880, with deaths 
from Pneumonia in those months for the given years ; while the latter shows 
the influence of meteorological conditions upon deaths from Pneumonia for 
each month of the year 1880. By examining these exhibits, it will be seen 
that several atmospheric conditions bear close relations to the deaths from 
this disease.
